Panthers to 
Deliberate 
Basic Rights 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 


Delegates to the Revolutionary 
People's Constitutional Conven- 
tion are encountering a problem 
that has troubled philosophers 
through the centuries—how do 
you agree on basic rights, let 
alone devise ways of safeguard- 
ing them? 


There were indications Sun- 


day that delegates to the three- 
day event, sponsored by the 
Black Panther party in the city 
where authors of the U.S. Con- 
stitution met from May 17 to 
Sept. 17, 1787, were getting a 
more impressive lesson than 
their history books could give in 
the difficulties of drawing up a 
constitution. 


Take the workshop labeled 


"Self-Determination for Street 
People." 


One black delegate began by 


defining street people as people 
who live by their wits in the 
street. 


Several whites objected. Call- 


ing themselves rebels against 
their "middle-class, bourgeois 
homes," they said they were 
street people "by choice." 


The immediate compromise, 


a phrase about people who were 
oppressed "because they chose 
to be," didn't seem to satisfy 
anyone. When the workshop de- 
mands were presented to the 
general convention in the even- 
ing, no definition was included. 


Then there was the workshop 


on "Distribution of Political 
Power." It split into five discus- 
sion groups, one of which re- 
ported that its member* could 
think of no system of distribut- 
ing power that didn't have some 
loophole allowing it to become 
oppressive. 


The question of police power 


wasn't much easier. Since there 
was general agreement that ev- 
eryone would have the duty to 
bear arms, one delegate pointed 
out, the bullet would be the final 
police power. 


That didn't seem to sit too 


well with what many thought 
was the function of police power 
—to guarantee the right to "life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness." 


By and large, beneath the "off 


the pigs" rhetoric, the discus- 
sions revolved around aspects of 
current society that the primari- 
ly young delegates found unsat- 
isfactory—free housing, trans- 
portation, and medical care, 
freedom from oppression, and 
the like. 


DETROIT (AP) - With less 


than a week to go before con- 
tracts expire, bargaining be- 
tween the United Auto Workers 
and the Big Three automakers 
appears stalled today while the 
union awaits a second offer 
from its twin strike targets, 
General Motors and Chrysler 
Corp. 


With pacts at GM, Chrysler 


and Ford Motor Co. ending at 
midnight next Monday, negotia- 
tions continued through the La- 
bor Day weekend, but little pro- 
gress was reported. 


The companies' initial offer, 


which the firms said included a 
wage increase of 7.5 per cent in 
the first year but which the 
UAW said amounted to no more 
than 1.1 per cent, was quickly 
rejected by the union last week. 


Over the weekend, the UAW 


completed presentation of its 
contract demands at GM and 
Chrysler. 


Details of the UAW wage de- 


mands were not made public. 
The current average hourly 
wage for UAW-represented auto 
workers is $4.02, with fringe 
benefits averaging an additional 
$1.75 hourly, according to com- 
pany estimates. 


Irving Blues tone, codirector 


of the union's GM department, 
said Monday there had been no 
indication whether or when GM 
might make a revised offer. 


GM's chief negotiator, Earl 


Br amble tt, indicated when the 
original offer was made that a 
second offer might be forthcom- 
ing later. 


Bluestone said: "If we are 


going to have a bargaining pos- 
ture in which we can negotiate 
to a settlement rather than a 
strike, we would anticipate an- 
other offer." 


In addition to reaching agree- 


ment on a national contract, ne- 
gotiators for the union and the 
companies must also settle 
thousands of local plant issues. 


Army Future 
Depends on 
Reserves 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
said today future expansion of 
the armed forces in emergen- 
cies will depend on the Reserves 
and National Guard, and not on 
increased draft calls as during 
the Vietnam war. 


"Guard and Reserve units 


and individuals of the selected 
reserves will be prepared to be 
the initial and primary source 
for augmentation of the active 
forces in any future emergency 
requiring a rapid and substan- 
tial expansion of the active 
forces," Laird declared in a 
memo. 


The memo, dated Aug. 21 and 


made public today, was sent to 
the secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Laird's order reverses a poli- 


cy followed during the Johnson 
administration in which the 
buildup of forces for the Viet- ' 
nam war was accomplished 
through higher draft calls while 
the reserve forces were left un- 
touched. 


Former President Lyndon B. 


Johnson had rejected pre-war 
planning which had envisioned a 
mobilization 
of the 
reserve 


forces early in a war. It was 
feared that calling up the re- 
serves for duty in Vietnam 
would create controversy at 
home.

Experiment 
en Births Pays 
Women Well 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) - 


Dr. Ismet Karacan is paying 
pregnant women $10 a night to 
sleep in a laboratory so that 
their brain waves and slumber 
patterns may be analyzed. 


Purpose of the project is to 


seek ways of predicting cases of 
"postpartum block," a form of 
severe depression which over- 
comes some women after they 
have given birth. 


The federal government has 


provided $80,000 for the study by 
Turkish-born Dr. Karacan, di- 
rector of the Psychophysiology 
of Sleep Laboratory at the Uni- 
versity of Florida. 


"In my first year of psychiat- 


ric residency my first six pa- 
tients had postpartum blues," 
Dr. Karacan told an interview- 
er. "One mother killed the 
baby. Those things made a 
heavy impact on me. 


"From a blue sky the person 


can become like this. They have 
the first baby, the pregnancy is 
normal, now the woman has the 
fruit of nine months waiting. 


"Within a week or two she be- 


comes incompetent emotionally, 
quite disturbed and depressed 
with severe crying spells and so 
on." 


Each night the subjects come 


to the laboratory to be wired to 
machines which electronically 
read brain waves and record 
sleep patterns on graph paper. 


"Already we are finding that 


in later pregnancy sleep is quite 
a bit disturbed despite the fact 
that the woman is clinically nor- 
mal," the doctor said. "There is 
no sign of depression or the 
blues but she sleeps not so 
soundly. 


"Brainwaves of these patients 


are like those of sick, depressed 
patients and we find they are 
occurring two weeks or a month 
before birth. 


"When the changes occur ear- 


ly and more severely we find 
the patient is not as apt to re- 
cover so fast after birth as the 
normal patient who snaps back 
in about two weeks." 


Learning to spot the early 


warnings may enable doctors to 
predict severe postpartum reac- 
tion and treat the patient ac- 
cordingly, Dr. Karacan said.

FAA Praises 
Plan to Halt 
Hijacking 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In 


spite of the wave of airplane hi- 
jackings abroad and a recent 
slight increase in the United 
States, the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration said today it re- 
mains confident its hijack-deter- 
rent system is highly effective 
and the best control measure 
yet devised. 


An FAA spokesman said the 


frequency of U.S. hijackings has 
dropped a great deal since air- 
lines and airports started using 
the new deterrent system. 


"World-wide hijackings of the 


type occurring within the past 
few days are a horse of a differ- 
ent color," the spokesman said. 


"Our hijackings have been de- 


clining, even though they in- 
creased a bit this summer." 


The FAA said its records 


show that of the more than 100 
U.S. citizens who have hijacked 
planes to Cuba in the past 10 
years, less than a dozen remain 
in that country.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate starts debate today on a 
Constitutional amendment, ap- 
proved by the House a year ago, 
to provide for the election of the 
President by direct, popular 
vote. 


It is the first of many contro- 


versial issues confronting sena- 
tors on their return from a five- 
day Labor Day recess. Its 
chances of winning the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority are in 
doubt. 


Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., chief 


Senate sponsor of the proposed 
amendment, contends 55 to 80 
senators now support the pro- 
posals. He predicts the measure 
will pick up enough additional 
votes to pass. 


But he told newsmen before 


the debate got underway that it 
is going to 
be a tough, uphill 


fight and made plain that he 
would welcome White House ef- 
forts to line up senators behind 
the amendment. 


President Nixon endorsed the 


direct election proposal after its 
approval by the House by a vote 
of 339-70. 


He previously had 
recom- 


mended overhauling the present 
electoral 
college 
system 
of 


choosing the preident, express- 
ing doubt that discarding it alto- 
gether would be approved by 
Congress and the states—at 
least in time for the 1972 elec- 
tion. 


Bayh said "the odds are now 


rather heavily stacked against 
the plan being put into effect for 
the next presidential election." 


Under the Senate version, rat- 


ification by three-fourths of the 
states would have to be com- 
pleted by April IS of next year 
for the direct election plan to 
apply in 1972. The House set a 
deadline of Jan. 20 when it ap- 
proved the amendment a year 
ago. 


Bayh said 46 of the 50 state 


legislatures will meet next year 
and that an all-out effort to ob- 
tain ratification promptly will 
be launched if the amendment 
clears Congress. 


Opponents 
have 
indicated 


that, if necessary, they may 
mount 
a 
Senate 
filibuster 


against the direct election plan, 
but they hope to persuade col- 
leagues to ditch it in favor of 
other proposals to remedy what 
they concede are defects in the 
electoral college system. 


They contend the proposed 


amendment would destroy the 
two-party system, 
undermine 


federal-state relations, and en- 
danger the rights of minorities 
by removing incentives to com- 
promise. 


"The electoral college is so in- 


timately involved with the two- 
party system, federalism, and 
the separation of powers that 
we do not see how these institu- 
tional arrangements can possi- 
bly survive under direct election 
in the long-run," the minority 
report of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee said.

You'll find all the neces- 


sary ingredients for lingerie- 
stitching in well-stocked fab- 
ric shops. Nylon tricot comes 
in two weights—very sheer 
and floating for gowns and 
peignoirs, m e d i u m weight 
for slips and panties. There 
are color-matched shoulder 
straps and elastics in %- and 
%-inch widths for waist and 
leg bands. For bras and 
girdles, stretch net is avail- 
able by the yard, with elastic 
lace for trim. 


If you've never sewed with 


nylon tricot before, begin 
with a simple half-slip. Use 
a polyester thread, since it 
has the same stretch charac- 
teristics as the tricot. A 
blunt-end, or ballpoint, nee- 
dle has been developed spe- 
cifically for these materials, 
on the theory that the needle 
slips between the threads 
instead of piercing them. If 
you can find such a needle, 
use it; if not, use a fine new 
No. 9 or No. 11 sewing ma- 
chine needle.

Be sure your scissors are 


sharp. Use fine pins, or even 
transparent tape. Since you 
can't pull a crosswise thread 
in tricot, follow its faint rib 
in straightening your mate- 
rial. If you are working with 
a solid color and can t tell 
the right side from the left 
side, stretch a crosswise cut 
edge. The fabric wUl roll to 
the right. 


Sew with a plain zigzag 
stitch, a multistitch zigzag, 
an overedge stitch, or one of 
the new special and flexible 
stitches built into the newest 
s e w i n g machines. If you 
have a machine that does 
only straight stitching, try 
stretching the material as 
you sew. Better still, forget 
about sewing on tricot and 
make lingerie from sheer 
cotton/Dacron batiste.

by Terence Cardinal Cooke, Ro- 
man Catholic archbishop of New 
York. 


At a White House dinner Mon- 


day night, Nixon spoke of Lom- 
bardi, calling him a "man of 
very great character." 


Lombardi, the President said, 


"was a man who in a time when 
so many people seem to be turn- 
ing away from religion was de- 
voutly religious and devoted to 
his church; at a tune when the

Hard-Luck 
Driver Gets 
o Victory

DARLINGTON, S.C. (AP) — 


It's about time somebody else 
got the lightning bolt," said auto 
racing hard-luck guy Buddy 
Baker after he breezed to a 
one-lap victory Monday in the 
21st Southern 500 stock car race. 


The burly driver from Char- 


lotte, N.C., put his 1969 Dodge, 
built by Cotton Owens, into the 
lead on the 303rd lap and held it 
the rest of the way as his two 
nearest challengers were vic- 
tims of accidents in the final 50 
miles. 


Veteran Cale Yarbrough of 


Timmonsville, S.C., winner of 
this event two years ago, was 
only three seconds behind on the 
332nd lap of the 367 lap race 
when he attempted to pass three 
cars on the low side of the back 
straightaway. 


Yarbrough, running without 


brakes, closed in too quickly on 
slower traffic and bounced off 
the inside guard rail, spinning 
back on the track. The wreck 
sent him to the sidelines for a 
20th place finish in the 40-car 
field. 


This left only Donnie Allison 


of Hueytown, Ala., as a serious 
contender. But Allison, who led 
the 110 laps near the middle of 
the race, saw his hopes shat- 
tered when he slid into the wall 
coming out of the first turn on 
the 347th lap, only moments aft- 
er he had stopped for tires. 


Allison was almost one mile 


behind Baker at the time. He 
finished llth, one place behind 
his brother Bobby. 


Another Dodge driver, Bobby 


Isaac of Catawba, N.C., came in 
second, one lap and three sec- 
onds behind Baker. 


"The things that happened to 


the other guys today could have 
happened to me," said Baker, 
winning only his third time in 
286 career starts. Both other 
wins came at Charlotte—the Na- 
tional 500 in 1967 and the World 
600 in I960. 


Baker, who won $27,450, cov- 


ered the 500 miles at 128.871 
miles per hour, third best time 
in Southern 5008 but well off the 
record 130.423 mark set by Rich- 
ard Petty in 1967. 


Isaac's second place earned 


him 147 points toward the NAS- 
car point championship for 
1970, running his total to 3,039 
for the year. The second place 
driver in the standings, James 
Hylton of bunan, S.C., placed 
seventh and received 132 points 
for a 3,012 total.

FOREST HILLS, N.Y. (AP) 


— Some of the world's top-rank- 
ing women tennis players, in- 
cluding Margaret 
Court and 


Nancy Richey, plan to pass up 
the Pacific Southwest Tourna- 
ment later this month in Los 
Angeles. 


It's part of a new liberation 


movement on the courts. 


"I didn't intend to play there, 


anyhow," said Mrs. Court, rated 
the best woman player in the 
world and already holder of the 
Australian, French and Wimble- 
don titles. "I think the women's 
prize money should be at least 
half, and possible three-fourths, 
that of the men's purse." 


"I intended to play at Los An- 


geles," said Miss Richey, of San 
Angelo, Tex., top-ranked woman 
in the United States. "Then they 
told me the first prize money is 
$1,500. It's hardly worthwhile." 


Most of the female players 


competing in the U.S. Open 
Championships here are up in 
arms over what they call the 
unfair disparity in men's and 
women's purses. 


A group set a war council 


meeting at the West Side Tennis 
Club tonight to blueprint their 
campaign for equal rights—and 
prize money. 


The Southwest Tournament, 


long one of the country's top 
events staged by Perry Jones, 
has fixed a $12,500 first prize for 
the men's winner, $1,500 for the 
women's champion. 


"Twelve to one, that's ridicu- 


lous," said Billie Jean King of 
Long Beach, Calif., three-time 
Wimbledon champion and one of 
the militant spokesmen of the 
ladies' cause. 


"Granted there are some cit- 


ies where women's tennis is not 
as popular as men's but the ra- 
tio of 12 to 1 doesn't make 
sense. In England, for instance, 
where they love women's tennis, 
the prize money should be 
equal." 


First prize at Wimbledon this 


year was $7,200 for the men 
$3,600 for the women—a 2 to 1 
ratio. In the $176,000 U.S. Open, 
the world's richest, the men's 
champion collects $20,000, the 
women's winner $7,500. 


"We use the same amount of 


energy as the men. We work 
and practice just as hard," said 
little Rosemary Casals of San 
Francisco. "There should not be 
so much discrimination in the 
money." 


She said the girls are alto up- 


set that women don't get M 
many center-court matches and 
their results are subordinated in 
the newspaper accounts. 


Gladys Heldman, publisher of 


World Tennis, said plans were 
being formulated for a strictly 
women's tour, with seven tour- 
naments projected for the Car- 
ibbean circuit. 


She said a women's tourna- 


ment with a $5,000 first prize 
was planned in Houston with 
dates conflicting with those of 
the Pacific Southwest.

Situation— You buy a new 


home, and you hire a land- 
scaper to grade the bare 
plot, cover 
it with 
four 


inches of topsoil, and sow it 
completely. 
After viewing 


the finished job, you hand 
over a check for $1,200 in 
full payment. 


The next day you discover 


no topsoil was applied and 
the landscaper refuses to 
consider a rebate. 


Question— What's the easi- 


est way to get the land- 
scaper to negotiate a settle- 
ment? 


Answer— Stop payment on 


the check. 


The stop-payment proced- 


ure is a little-known but 
legitimate method 
of 
re- 


tracting a payment you wish 
you hadn't made in the first 
place. 


As in this case, the reason 


may be a contractual dis- 
agreement, but stop-payment 
can also be used in the case 
of lost checks 
or where 


duplicate checks have been 
written by mistake. 


There are some practical 


aspects to the use of the 
stop-payment procedure that 
you ought to be acquainted 
with if you want to use it. 


The most 
important of 


these is speed. Payment can 
be stopped only if the check 
is caught before it passes 
too far along in the system. 


The minute you know you 


want payment stopped, call 
your bank. It will probably 
put the procedure into effect 
based on your phone call but 
will require you to sign a 
written order later. 


The bank's problem is to 


locate the check. Massive 
volume, 
p l u s 
automated 


handling procedures 
make 


this difficult. 


Once the bank is sure the 


check hasn't been paid, it 
flags your account so that 
the check will be sidetracked 
when it does show up. 


Along about this point, 


you're going to be cnarged 
a fee for the stop-payment 
service. This fee will prob- 
ably be about $3, but it 
could be $5, or even $1. 


There are several reasons 


for the charge. First, the 
bank is stuck for the amount 
of the check if it errs by pay- 
ing it after the order has 
been 
issued. Second, 
the 


time, trouble and paper- 
work involved in keeping 
track of stop orders makes 
them an expensive proposi- 
tion for the bank. 


Considering t h e trouble 


and expense, you won't want 
to use a stop-payment order 
for minor amounts. For siz- 
able sums, however, this 
method provides a means 
for both parties to talk out 
their differences. 


One final note of caution. 


Don't overuse the stop-pay- 
ment order. At best, it is a 
cumbersome procedure for a 
bank and one fraught with 
peril.

School Bus Drivers 
Need Special Training 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


How safe are the school 


buses your children 
use? 


Some pediatricians made a 
survey and were dismayed 
to find that in some states 
16-year-olds, although n o t 
allowed 
to drive 
trucks, 


could drive school 
buses. 


Special driver training is re- 
quired in very few states. 


Over half the states per- 


mit standing and even where 
it is not legal it may occur 
because 
of 
overcrowding. 


Add to this the fact that 
horseplay by the children 
often distracts the driver's 
attention and it is surprising 
that there are not more ac- 
cidents than there are—50 
children were killed and 3,-' 
800 were injured out of the 
16.5 million who ride school 
buses. 


To prevent these accidents 


it has been 
recommended 


that (1) the drivers be be- 
tween 25 and 60 (some are 
over 70 in some states), (2) 
the drivers be given special 
training, (3) all school buses 
be yellow and equipped with 
special stop signals, (4) ex- 
posed seat and guard rails 
be covered with elastic pad- 
ding, (5) rules against stand- 
ing be adopted and enforced, 
(6) if conditions make walk- 
ing to school hazardous, bus 
transportations be provided 
regardless of the distance, 
(7) all students from kinder- 
garten through high school 
be taught the principles of 
highway and bus safety and 
(8) all buses carry an adult 
monitor to keep order, escort 
the children across streets 
and summon help in an 
emergency.
